Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-6 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The applicant's amendment and remarks filed on December 15, 2008 and the 
declaration under 37 CFR 1 .132 signed by the 1 st named inventor Dr. Piotr Kula and 
filed on the same day have obviated the prior art recited in the Office action dated 
August 15. The prior art of record does not teach that when the temperature reaches 
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400 °C, introducing an active nitrogen carrier and when the temperature reaches the 
carburizing temperature, stopping the introducing of the active nitrogen carrier as 
claimed in the instant claim 2. The 1 .132 declaration quantitatively demonstrates the 
criticality of the temperature range in terms of grain size growth and the amount of 
retained austenite. A further search for the references on record did not find any prior 
art which anticipates or renders obvious the claimed subject matter of the instant 
application alone or in combination. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
